AN ORDINANCE NECESSARY. 


Organization of Business Men Perfect- 
ed and Collection of Funds Will 
Be at Once Begun. 


A permanent organization of the Union 
Market Improvement Aasociation was ef- 
fected Friday evening at the Mercantile 
Club, and resolutions were adopted pledg- 
ing the association to raise between $50,000 
and $100,000 for the purpose of converting 
the unsightly old market house into a 
“twentieth century’ structure.

In opening the meeting Mr. Specht: said 
before anything could be done by private 
individuals toward improving the market 
the consent of the city. which owns the 
present structure, would have to be ob- 
tained, and an assurance would have to 

given that the money expended by cit- 
ize would not be thrown away by the 
sale of the property in 1906, when the 
bonded indebtedness falle due. He said 
both the Mayor and Comptrolier favored 
the improvement, knowing the city wou!d 
greatly benefit from it through the iIn- 
creased rentals for stalls. It would he 
necessary, he said, for the Municipal As- 
esambly to pase an ordinance authorizing 
the improvement. and that in thi« ordi- 
nance the necessary restrictions’ ag to sale 
could be enacted.

THIRD TRIAL OF FAMOUS CASE. 


Mrs. Octavia Wetmore Got Judgment 


Against James N. Crouch. 
The suit of Mrs. Octavia Wetmore 
against James N. Crouch, which has been 
in litigation eight years, was decided by 


@ jury in the Clayton Circult Court yes- 
terday, a verdict being found for the plain- 
tif for $680. The suit was for the recov- 
ery of $420, claimed by the plainuff as her 
share of a real estate transaction, In which 
the defendant entered into a contract to 
divide profits with her, in consideration of 
cash advanced by her. 

The suit was filed in the St. Louis Cir- 
cult Court on 1892, and was tried for the 
firat time before Judge Valliant, in 1883, 
when a verdict was rendered for the de- 
fendant. The case was taken to the Court 
of Appeals. which reversed and remanded {t.
